GREAT FALL8, Mont,, April 20— 
Testimony regarding the oil lease per­ 
mit granted to L. E. Lincoln, which 
has been involved in the trial of Sen­ 
ator Burton K. Wheeler in United 
States court here was barred from the 
records in a ruling today by Judge 
Frank S. Deitrich. 
The Montana senator is acused of 
having wrongfully exerted his influ­ 
ence in behalf of Campbell. The gov­ 
ernment charges that the Lincoln per­ 
mit was involved in the proceedings. 
Judge Deitrich upheld an objection 
by Senator Thomas J. Walsh, chief 
counsel for Wheeler, that the Lincoln 
permit was not one of those pending 
before the interior department when 
Senator Wheeler was employed 
by 
Gordon Campbell, Montana oil oper- 
ator.

A stipulation by counsel for both 
sides was read into the record by R, 
P. Stewart, special assistant attorney 
general, one of Wheeler’s prosecutors 
agreeing to accept the testimony of 
L. V. Beaulieu as he gave it before 
the senate investigating committee. 
Beaulieu once whr an attorney for 
one of Campbell’s oil syndicates. He 
was excused from testifying in per­ 
son. 
The stipulation asserted that if 
Beaulieu were to testify he would say 
he received 4he Phil MacGowan per­ 
mit assignment from W. W. Rhea 
and forwardéd it to the interior de­ 
partment at Washington. In his tes­ 
timony before the senate committee 
he declared he never knew of Wheeler 
being emjffoVed by the oil syndicate 
to appear before the, department of 
the interior.

CHICAGO, April 20—A severe wind 
and rain storm, approaching the pro­ 
portions of a tornado in some locali­ 
ties, swept a destructive course from 
the Mississippi to New England yes­ 
terday. 
Several persons were killed and in 
the neighborhood of two score were 
injured. 
New England was deluged 
with 
snow and low temperatures were re­ 
ported at many points. 
Scores of buildings were destroy­ 
ed, or unroofed, trees were felled, 
boats were beaded and 
telephone, 
telegraph and power services crippled 
while fire in some towns completed 
destruction in the wake of high winds 
and.driying rains.

Churches were marked sufferers, 
the roofs or steeples of several being 
carried away while services were in 
progress within, but without injury to 
congregations. 
Two persons were killed in Peoria, 
111., in the collapse of a building, while 
a man was electrocuted at Macomb, 
111., when he picked up a live wire, 
blown down by the storm.
